1798 Half Eagle With Small Eagle Reverse

On November 17, 1888, there was sold at public auction in New York City, 
by Bangs & Co. a collection of United States gold coins belonging to Rev. 
Foster Ely, D. D. The collection was catalogued by the Scott Stamp and 
Coin Company. In it we find the first record of the 1798 half eagle with 
the small eagle reverse, listed as follows: 

“Lot 17. Half Eagle, 1798. 13 stars (5 facing). Rev., small eagle. 

Cut on edge of reverse, otherwise good. A very rare coin, not in the 

U. S. Mint collection, one of four known.” 

Just eighteen months after the Ely sale, on June 25, 26, 27, 1890, Bangs 
& Co. sold the famous Parmelee collection, catalogued by the New York Coin 
and Stamp Co. In Lot 75 8 we find the second specimen of 179 8 small eagle 
half eagle to be offered. This example is described as having “several small 
scratches, otherwise very good and very rare.” 

It was exactly twenty-two years later, June 28, 1912, when the third 
specimen of this great rarity was offered to collectors. In Henry Chapman’s 
sale of the Geo. H. Earle collection is was listed as Lot 233 9 and here stated 
to be “the rarest U. S. gold coin of the regular series, as but three are 
known, the U. S. Mint having the Parmelee example and the others’ where- 
abouts are unknown to me.” Mr. Chapman inserts a note in the catalogue 
which states: “The history of this great coin (the Earle specimen) is that 
it was first known in the hands of Mr. John Butler, a druggist, of Burling- 
ton, N. J., about 1900, and from his son Mr. Earle purchased it after his 
father’s decease.” 

In Adams’ premium list of U. S. Gold Coins, published in 1909, he men- 
tions the Ely specimen and states: “Only two known. One in the collection 
of a well known Philadelphian and the other in the mint collection at Phila- 
delphia.” Without doubt the “well-known Philadelphian” was Mr. Earle. 
As Mr. Chapman mentions in his catalogue, the Parmelee specimen is the 
one in the mint collection and Mr. Earle’s specimen was obtained in New 
Jersey, it really leaves the Ely specimen out in Adams’ record. It would 
seem also that the Ely specimen is the third example that Mr. Chapman 
mentions in the Earle catalogue as “whereabouts unknown” to him. 

This Ely specimen did not come into the market again until May 2, 1922, 
when it was offered at auction by B. Max Mehl in his sale of the James Ten 
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Eyck collection. It was purchased by the late Waldo Newcomer, of Balti- 
more, Md. In 193 2 the Newcomer collection was offered for sale by Mr. 
Mehfand in a letter to me some time ago Mr. Mehl says: “I sold his (Mr. 
Newcomer’s) set of gold coins to another collector, which included this 
great rarity.” 

The fourth specimen mentioned as known in the Ely catalogue has never 
been offered for sale. I happen to be the owner of it and it is here illus- 
trated for the first time. There is just one other specimen of this great 
rarity known, and it was discovered by Mr. B. Max Mehl, who writes me 
that he obtained it ‘‘some ten years ago and sold it at private sale at almost 
its record price.” 



From the above facts we find there have been only six chances, either at 
public auction or private sale to obtain this great rarity during a period of 
more than fifty years. 

No. 1 — The Ely specimen went into the Ten Eyck collection, where it 
remained until 19 22, when it passed into the Newcomer collection. As 
stated above, it was sold since Mr. Newcomer’s death and is now in one 
of America’s great collections, where it will probably remain for years 
with a possible chance of never coming into the market again. 

No. 2 — The Parmelee specimen is the one now in the U. S. Mint col- 
lection and is forever out of the market. 

No. 3 — The Earle specimen has never appeared in the market since 
it was sold in 1912. 

No. 4--The Caldwell specimen has never been offered for sale. 

No. 5 — The Mehl specimen has remained out of the market since it 
was first placed by Mr. Mehl. 


MEDAU FOR ROOSEVELT RY FRENCH MINT. 

Among the medals just issued by the French Government mint is a por- 
trait medal of President Roosevelt in high relief by the English medallist, 
Theodore Spicer-Simson. 

Mr. Spicer-Simson’s home is in Cocoanut Grove, Fla., but he is at present 
staying at his studio at Bourron, near Fontainbleau. His medals, which 
are exhibited at the Metropolitan Museum of New York and in a score of 
European museums, include a number of prominent Americans. He execut- 
ed a medal of President Taft during his term of office, and he has done 
others of his friend, Alexander Graham Bell, Henry Ford and Theodore 
Dreiser. 

The Roosevelt medal has been most artistically executed by the French 
mint. In common with other medals by Mr. Spicer-Simson, it was made 
the actual size of the finished die, which is five centimeters in diameter. 
Most artists make a model a foot or more in diameter, which is then reduced 
mechanically, in which case the resulting die often exhibits an impersonal 
hardness rather than the authentic touch of the artist. 


A HUDSON MEMORIAL HALF DOLLAR PROPOSED. 

Coinage of 6,000 half dollars to commemorate the 150th anniversary of 
the founding of the city of Hudson, N. Y., was proposed in a bill introduced 
in Congress by Senator Copeland, of New York, on March 11. The bill 
specified the coins be distributed by the Mayor of Hudson or a committee 
appointed by him.

A Discussion of the \Viaesi)rcad Use of False and Misleading Numismatic 

Adveilising.

The continued period of general business uncertainty coupled with the 
veiy definite trend toward improved prices which has characterized the 
numismatic market within recent months has resulted in a large increase in 
the number of persons engaged in the purchase and sale of rare coins as a 
business, if the present volume of numismatic advertising can he considered 
a fair criteria. Ordinarily, this condition should prove to be a welcome 
sign to the collecting fraternity, but in this case the sudden infiux of a new 
and frequently inexperienced type of dealer has brought with it a problem 
in business ethics which, for pure quackery, rivals in scope the “patent 
medicine’ game of the nineteenth century, or, to bring the simile closer to 
our day, the “radio engineer’’ racket which developed out of the advent of 
commercial broadcasting in the early twenties of this decade. 

If one were to believe what he reads in the periodicals of our time or 
occasionally hears over the radio, we are ostensibly a misguided people 
daily dropping into subway turnstiles and telephone pay station, or dis- 
tributing in luncheon tips, nickels, dimes and quarters worth many times 
their face value in United States currency — yes, even thousands of times 
more. We are led to believe, according to a program I recently heard broad- 
cast, that panhandlers, in the course of their daily routine of bumming 
“cups of coffee’’ and “trips to Staten Island,’’ are receiving for those pur- 
poses from merciful passers-by such insignificant rarities of the numismatic 
world as the 1894 S dime, the 1913 Liberty head nickel and kindred other 
pieces. 

We are told, in fact, that our persistent refusal to acquaint ourselves with 
the values of rare coins (which can be accomplished through the purchase 
of a rare coin book selling at anywhere from ten cents up to a dollar) is 
literally debarring us from reaping a tidy fortune almost any day in our 
lives! And so, being only of fiesh and blood, and, therefore, subject to the 
usual laws of human frailty, we are eventually duped into arming ourselves 
with the knowledge which is to make us rich (or so we think); we succumb 
to the alluring statements in the ads. which we have culled from one source 
or another, and we purchase our own copy of a rare coin book, entertaining 
at the same time the vain hope that perhaps, after all, there really is a 
Santa Claus. j 

perusal of^the newly acquired guide fires us with an enthusiasm 
that knows no bounc^jr, and we industriously gather together for our meticu- 
lous scrutiny each^ay as much of the current coin of the realm as our limit- 
ed means will /allow. Weeks of intense efforts in this direction pass into 
months, and the months into years, until, finally, each succeeding day’s 
search for the Indian head cents worth fifty dollars brings us just a little 
closer to the realization that we have been “buffaloed.’’ Eventually, a better 
informed friend confirms this fact; we learn to our dismay that there just 
isn t any such ‘animal’’; disillusionment is our reward, and we have been 
introduced to the latest in advertising schemes, the rare coin book racket 
for our trouble. 

But, you will object, no advanced collector will ever be “taken in’’ by 
this game; the dealer in rare coins is only fooling himself if he expects to 
sell premium catalogues to collectors on the basis of such advertising and 
I am quite ready to agree with you in this contention. On the other hand 
I would hasten to remind you that the danger of this type of advertising 
lies not so much in its effect upon the advanced collector, for it is not to 
him that this propaganda is being addressed, but rather its effect upon the 
novice and the general public whose interest in numismatics may either be 
encouraged or damaged beyond repair, according to the manner in which 
the science deals with him. 

1 changeth, giving way to the new,’’ and so, in coin col- 

lecting, the future of our hobby is largely dependent on those new collect- 
ors who are to take the places of those who have completed their work in 
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the field of numismatics, and it is their initial outlook that we must protect. 
But that is not all. The well-being of the science of numismatics is also 
dependent upon the good-will of the general public, and it should behoove 
us, therefore, the collecting fraternity of today, to see that nothing is accom- 
plished in our time which could in any way reflect upon the integrity of our 
association, discredit the hobby of coin collecting or otherwise discourage 
others from following in our paths. 

If we are to do this, if we are to uphold the traditions of our order, we 
must move to wipo out the blight of false and misleading numismatic ad- 
vertising which has invaded our papers and periodicals in ever-increasing 
proportions lately under the guise of “buying” ads. for rare coins, but 
which, in reality, are selling ads. for premium coin books instead. When 
an advertisement carries the caption “We Buy All Indian Head Cents, Price 
Range, Five Cents to Fifty Dollars,” we, as collectors of some experience, 
know this to be a gross misrepresentation and that the advertiser is not ex- 
pecting to purchase coins as the result of such an ad., but rather to sell 
hundreds or perhaps thousands of his premium catalogues. Reputable 
dealers in rare coins, who will not stoop to tactics of this nature in order to 
market their price guides, are frankly amazed at the results being obtained 
by some dealers through this type of malicious advertising. Premium books 
that wholesale in quantity at a few cents apiece and retail at from ten cents 
to a dollar each return a handsome profit to the advertiser in exchange for 
the sums spent on the advertising itself, and there is no element of risk 
involved. The seemingly dazzling amounts offered for certain coins, are, 
when interpreted in terms of real value, pitifully insufficient for the pieces 
represented, and they present the lay mind with a horribly distorted per- 
spective of the true value of all coins. Of course, the possibility of ex- 
tremely rare pattern coins and the like coming into the possession of the 
general public is not one chance in ten million, but not everyone knows that. 
Premium coin books distributed to the public on this basis filch a gullible 
people, all too frequently minors, out of thousands of dollars annually, and 
the inevitable refiection on the entire hobby which is being established in 
the public mind is inestimable and may well be irreparable. 

False and misleading numismatic advertising must go! John Q. Public 
is not liable to find 1894 S dimes in his change as much as some of the 
unethical advertisers would have him believe that he is; he is not apt to 
be left a box full of uncirculated 1799 cents or 1804 silver dollars by a 
grand-uncle in Hicksville, and you and I know it. Our duty, then, seems 
plain. As true collectors, interested in the future security and the good 
name of our hobby, the obligation falls upon us to do everything in our 
power to counteract the evils being wrought by this type of advertising, 
and, if possible, stop it at its source. Obviously, we are not in a position 
to end the practice directly, but it seems to me that the same result can be 
accomplished indirectly by the united action of all numismatic societies 
condemning the practice and by educating the public to be on its guard 
against the racket. A combined boycott of dealers persisting in such ad- 
vertising methods might also be considered, if necessary, in order to put 
teeth into our action. I should like to see this club and all similar societies 
affiliated with the American Numismatic Association adopt a rigid stand on 
this important matter and go on record as opposing in principle the vicious 
hoodwinking of an unsuspecting public. 

We appreciate that there may still be many rare coins locked in forgotten 
corners, and even more so that there are, beyond a doubt, coins worth many 
times their face value in premium in active circulation today, and we have 
nothing but praise for those indomitable dealers who would, through a pro- 
gram of national education, ferret out these pieces from their hiding places 
for the cabinets of collectors throughout the world, arousing at the same 
time new interest in coin collecting as a hobby. We do object, however, to 
the sale of premium coin catalogues to the general public under the pretense 
that each one of us is throwing away hundreds of dollars daily because of 
our inability to recognize the valuable coins when we see them, due to our 
lack of a satisfactory premium guide. Therefore, we must imbue our public 
with a knowledge of the facts of the matter; that these sensational adver- 
tisers are just that and nothing more; that they do not represent the true 
cross-section of our hobby, and that coin collecting is an education and a 
science, not a financial racket. W^e are, in the last analysis, the guardians 
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of the public’s interest in numismatics, and we must, accordingly, serve 
it well. 

Advertise for rare coins? Why, of course, but let’s be honest about it. 
When we offer $2,000.00 for a single cent, let’s qualify that statement with 
the notation that the chances of turning up such a piece (if one exists at all) 
in the ordinary course of our lives is much slimmer than picking a winner 
in the sweepstakes. The public has a right to know this. At least, then, 
when they persist in buying a catalogue, their interest will be genuine and 
not artificial and they will never know the hatred and the resentment that 
inevitably arises out of disillusionment. 

Numismatics is your hobby; you have encouraged it and have derived 
much pleasure from its study in return or you would not have followed it 
this far. Will you allow its name to be misrepresented further by scheming 
advertisers? The answer is in your hands. What are you going to do 
about it? 


The Gods of Olympus and the Art of Coinage

(Paper read at the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic Association, 
Cleveland, Ohio, August 18 to 23, 1934.) 

The art of coinage reached its highest form at the time men worshipped 
the so-called divinities of Olympus. Today these religions are extinct, hav- 
ing not a solitary worshipper among living men. The gods and goddesses 
of ancient Greece and Rome now belong not in the department of theology 
but in that of mythology. It was quite natural for the men who made the 
first coins to seek an apprporiate device to place upon them. What better 
subject could be found than man’s idea of the Deity? In those days natural 
laws, as well as any deviation from their ordinary course, were believed to 
be regulated by the divine hand of one or more particular god. 

Even the invention of coined money became shrouded in fable and credit 
was given to Mercury, Saturn and other divinities for this important con- 
tribution to human civilization. 

A brief study of the deities that appear on the coins of that time will ac- 
quaint one with the most popular of the ancient gods. Every collector is 
familiar, or ought to be, with such well-known heroes as Apollo, Mercury 
and Jupiter. In studying these ancient gods it must be remembered that 
the Romans and Greeks called them by different names. The god Zeus, 
who was the god of gods and of men, is often found on Greek coins, along 
with his favorite bird, the eagle, and his weapon, the thunderbolt. This 
god was known to the Romans as Jupiter or Jove. 

To facilitate the study of mythology as represented on ancient coins I 
have copied a chart which gives the genealogy of the most important gods. 
The names given in parentheses are the Greek titles, the others being Latin 
or Roman. 

The question as to when the gods were first symbolized on coins is a 
complex one which has given cause to much speculation. The logic of the 
older schools, which believed that each coin design had a religious signifi- 
cance, does not always withstand the searchlight of modern scientific re- 
search. Many learned numismatists are of the opinion that the type of 
design is related to the popular media of exchange or unit of value before 
the use of coined metal. Other theories, seemingly logical, have been ad- 
vanced, but until we better understand the habits and beliefs of the ancients 
it is safe to assume that they did symbolize their deities by using certain 
distinct types of coinage designs. 

According to the older views, the deities of Greek mythology were first 
symbolized on the coins of a state by certain objects which were sacred to 
them. Demeter (Ceres), who was the daughter of Saturn and Rhea, pre- 
sided over agriculture, and was represented by an ear of wheat as is shown 
in Figure 1. This is taken from an early coin of Metapontum. 

Bacchus (Dionysus), the god of wine, who was the son of Jupiter and 
Semele, is represented by a bunch of grapes and is shown on a coin of 
Maronea (Figure 2) struck about B. C. 450. 

According to tradition, this town was founded by Maron, a son of Bacchus. 
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Bacchus, as you perhaps know, represented not only the intoxicating power 
of wine but its social and beneficent infiuence likewise, so that he is viewed 
as the promoter of civilization, a lawgiver and lover of peace. 

Diana (Artemis), the moon goddess, was also associated with hunting 
and is represented by a stag on a coin of Ephesus, the most celebrated city 
of Ionia. See Figure 3.) 

As the skill in art increased we find noble, idealized heads representing 
the deities themselves and having peculiar and suitable features and char- 
acters. The attribution of these types to members of the Greek Pantheon 
is unmistakably correct. 

Of the many varieties of such types a few may be mentioned. Figure 4 
shows one of the earliest attempts to portray a deity in the form of a human 
likeness on a coin. This is an early coin of Syracuse (B. C. 480 or 490), 
and shows the head of the goddess Proserpine, or Koras, as she is common- 
ly styled on Syracusan coins. 

Minerva (Athene, Pallas), who was the goddess of wisdom, is shown on a 
coin of the City of Athens, struck B. C. 450-430. Minerva was the offspring 
of Jupiter without a mother. According to tradition, she sprang forth from 
his head completely armed. Her favorite bird was the owl, and the plant 
sacred to her, the olive. (See Figure 5.) 

Figure 6 shows an exquisite full-faced portrait of Apollo, taken from a 
gold coin of the city of Clazomene struck between B. C. 400 and 350. 
Apollo, or Phoebus Apollo, which was his full name, was the son of Jupiter 
and Latona, and brother of Diana. He was the god of archery, music, 
prophecy and of the sun. 

Mythology as represented on Roman coins offers a wide field to the stu- 
dent. The Romans borrowed many of their gods and heroes from the Greeks, 
and to these they added many of their own. Janus and Quirinus, or Roma, 
are distinctly Roman deities. It does not appear that the Greeks were 
responsible in any manner for their invention. Janus, the double-faced 
deity, was known as the king of peace as well as the porter of heaven. He 
opens the year, the first month being named after him. He is the guardian 
of the gates, on which account he is represented with two heads because 
every door looks two ways. It might be stated here that many other inter- 
pretations are placed upon this double-faced god, all of them being more 
or less logical and decidedly interesting. Figure 7 shows this deity on one 
of the earliest circular coins of Rome, an aes grave of the fourth century 
B. C. 

The Roman emperors usually featured one of the deities or sub-deities 
on the reverse of their coins. Each ruler had his favorite god or gods, and 
about 25 different ones will be found on the imperial coinage. Antoninus 
Pius used 20 and Tiberius only one. 

It was the use of the portraits of deities on coins that gradually led to 
using the portraits of rulers. After the death of Alexander, in B. C. 323, 
his likeness became to some extent identified with the god Hercules (Her- 
akles), as shown on his tetradrachms. See Figure 8.) 

The first personal likeness of a living man to be placed on a coin is that 
of Ptolemy Soter, who ruled Egypt from B. C. 323 to B. C. 285. (See Fig- 
ure 9.) 

Mythology has never passed entirely from coinage, for many of the im- 
portant countries of today feature on their coins a popular hero of the land 
of fable.

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The Coinagre of Mithradates The Great 

B. C. 121-63 

By HARRY J. STEIN. 

(Read before the February Meeting of the Bronx Coin Club.) 

The coinage of Mithradates VI, of the Hellenic Kingdom of Pontus, locat- 
ed on the southern shores of the Black Sea, occupies a significant place in 
numismatics. Its distinction lies not alone in the fact that the money was 
issued by the last Hellenic King to seriously resist the rising tide of Roman 
supremacy, but more because the engravers who cut the dies for these re- 
markable coins produced a numerous variety of portraits of the king, many 
of which have considerable artistic merit. Although the work is not as fine 
as the best examples of Hellenic portraiture, yet they are the last ancient 
coins issued worthy of the traditions of the earlier Greek engravers. They 
far surpass, in the quality of their execution, the contemporary level of the 
rapidly declining art of the era. They are, indeed, the swan song of a de- 
cayed craft which had already attained the most lofty heights. 

Greek culture had already earned the greatest distinction in all depart- 
ments of human thought. The philosophy of Socrates and Plato, the science 
of Aristotle and the art of Phidias and Praxiteles proclaim the enduring 
glory of Greece. But in the age of Mithradates that great culture was only 
the subject of study and admiration. The arts were no longer creative. 
The brilliant civilization of the Greeks, which was forever after to win the 
approbation of all civilized mankind, had been eclipsed by Roman im- 
perialism. 

At this stage of the decline of the Greek world, Mithradates, in about 121 
B. C., ascended to the throne of Pontus, establishing his authority by the 
assassination of his mother and brother. Immediately upon firmly secur- 
ing his sovereignty he turned his arms toward the conquest of his neigh- 
bors. To the east and north his armies met with no great opposition, and 
his success was complete. But to the west he encountered the stubborn 
imperialistic power of Rome. 

It is unnecessary to relate in detail the history of the long and bloody 
struggle between the armies of the east and the armies of the western re- 
public. The unequal contest, in which Mithradaes saw his armies and fieets 
annihilated one after another, lasted more than twenty years. No sooner 
had one army been defeated, Mithradates set about to levy new forces and 
to continue his savage fight to expel the Romans from Asia. The very men- 
tion of his name aroused fear and apprehension at Rome. His undaunted 
spirit refused to be beaten. At last, however, in his old age, and with an 
army of 36,000 men again ready to attack the Romans, Pharnaces, his 
favorite son and heir, rose in rebellion to snatch the last remnant of his 
father’s sovereignty. Mithradates preferred suicide rather than abdication. 
When this detestable son, whose malignity knew no bounds, sent his fath- 
er’s remains to Pompey as a token of submission, the conqueror, with great 
reverence for his fallen rival, interred him with honor in the tomb of his 
ancestors. It was a fitting tribute by an illustrious general to a worthy and 
warlike opponent. 

The little we know of Mithradates’ character, however, leaves him a 
monster in our eyes. We know that he had no compunctions about whole- 
sale murder. He assassinated his mother and brother to gain the throne. 
During an orgy he ordered the entire Roman population of Asia Minor to 
be massacred, and, according to the estimate of historians, about 80,000 
persons perished in the ensuing slaughter. He killed his wives and children 
with impunity, and we shall never know how many of his subjects. What- 
ever opinion may be entertained of his ability as a general, there can be no 
doubt of his courage and audacity. He was able after each defeat to con- 
tinue an unequal struggle by raising new armies and to renew his furious 
opposition to the imperialistic policy of Rome. His powerful physique was 
able to withstand every hardship. His spirit knew no danger. Yet this 
incongruous character, stained as it were by an untold number of murders, 
was a competent administrator of his government. He was a true lover 
and patron of the fine arts and accumulated vast treasures in sculptures. 
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paintings and engraved gems. He was a linguist of ability, and it is said 
that he could converse in at least 25 different tongues, spoken in his 
dominions. 

With this background of the life and character of Mithradates we may 
return to numismatics. 

The great distinction of the Greeks in the fine arts even had its reflection 
in their coinage, as exemplified by many of their beautiful coins which, to 
the engraver’s art, have been the standard of excellence for all ages. To 
classify the coins of Mithradates, therefore, as the last specimens worthy of 
this great tradition, indeed gives them an important place in numismatics. 

The issue of Mithradates’ portrait coins may be divided into two classes: 
First, those with his realistic portrait, and second, those bearing his ideal- 
ized likeness. 

Of the former, the realistic type, on many specimens the portraiture re- 
veals the man’s feverish energy, his courage and a hint of his ferocity 
which, perhaps, may have bordered on insanity. 

But the coins bearing his idealized likeness are by far superior in their 
artistic merit. They represent the king with his hair flowing back, as if 
blown by the wind, while riding a chariot or galloping horse. They are 
remarkable for their vigor of character, and are superior in decorative 
qualities. The features are finished with care and subtlety. The hair, dis- 
hevelled and irregular, suggests his restless spirit, while the forward move- 
ment of the face and the fire and energy of the countenance remind us of 
his daring, defiance and intrepidity. The engravers here did not attempt 
just plain portraiture as they did on the earlier coins. Their efforts were 
toward animation, and they achieved a good measure of success. They 
succeeded in imparting to cold metal the warmth of spirit of a living, breath- 
ing and indomitable warrior. 



The Realistic Type. 


On the earlier series with the realistic portrait the reverse type is that of 
Pegasus drinking, while on the later coins, with the idealized portrait, the 
type is that of a stag feeding. They were struck in silver and gold, and by 
the great numbers in which they appear to have been minted we are led to 
the conclusion that they were universally accepted in trade. 



The Idealized Portrait. 


Between the years 8 8 to 8 6 B. C. Mithradates maintained an expeditionary 
force in Greece and had established his sovereignty at Athens. Of this era 
we find issues of the ordinary Athenian tetradrachms bearing the name of 
Mithradates and that of Aristotle, his chief lieutenant. 

Of the City of Odessus there is an issue of the ordinary type Alexandrine 
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tetradrachm upon which the head of Herakles bears a marked resemblance 
to Mithradates. 

No effort is made here to list all the coinage struck under the suzerainity 
of this great king. Many of his cities had the privilege of striking their 
own bronze money. But of all the coins which may be attributed or asso- 
ciated with Mithradates, none compare in the quality of their art, nor 
excite the interest of the numismatist as do these remarkable portrait coins, 
which have earned a high place of distinction in the coin engravers’ art. 


Beginning a Collection of Ancient Roman Coins 

By AMBROSE P. SPENCER. 

(A talk delivered at the Junior Night meeting of the Western Reserve 
Numismatic Club, February 13.) 

I am addressing my remarks chiefly to the junior collectors here tonight, 
because I feel that your tastes in coin collecting are not yet fully formed 
and that many of you may still be feeling around, as it were, to discover 
which fleld of numismatics will prove the most fascinating. 

Naturally, if you were to ask me, I would be prejudiced enough to say: 
“Collect ancient Roman coins, by all means,” that being my particular spe- 
cialty. I am sure that one thing this country needs is more and better col- 
lectors of ancient coins. However, I shall not urge you to specialize in this 
field, but I would like to answer a question that was presented to me during 
the convention of the American Numismatic Association in Cleveland last 
summer. One of the delegates who had studied my exhibit, which consisted 
of a group of coins commemorating historical events of a thousand years 
of Roman history, said: “I have been collecting large cents, but Pd like to 
change. How does one go about collecting ancients?” 

My answer was that one goes about such a collection in much the same 
manner as he begins a series of Lincoln or Indian head pennies. If he is 
interested in these types he collects the recent dates first and then works 
backward, picking up the rarer specimens as opportunity provides. When 
he has completed his set of dates he begins on mint marks and enlarges 
the collection further. 

With the ancient coins the collector follows a similar procedure. He 
begins with the common, easily obtained varieties, and gradually enlarges 
the collection with minor varieties and rarities as these become available. 
For the young collector I believe the best introduction to Roman coinage is 
through a series of imperial portraits in the third bronze of the third and 
fourth centuries A. D., although a beginner could very well start as early 
as the reign of Gordianus Pius, 238 A. D., and collect a series of portraits 
in the double denarius or antoninianus, as this denomination is easily ob- 
tainable as late as the reign of Probus, A. D. 282. 

Such a series should of course include not only the emperors but the em- 
presses, and any of the members of the imperial families whose heads 
appear on the coinage. 

The young coin enthusiast who has filled out his series of emperors to 
such a degree that only the more diificult ones are yet to be acquired will 
desire to enlarge in another direction if he is a real numismatist. Before 
reaching this point in his study he will have noticed that many of the third 
brass carry mint marks indicating the various centers of coinage located 
at Rome, Antioch, Smyrna, London and other ancient third-century cities 
of the Roman empire. A series of the mints of each emperor makes an in- 
teresting study. If the collecting of mint marks does not appeal to him, 
the collector can further enlarge his knowledge of this period by collecting 
different reverse types of the emperors, or he can select a family group, 
such as Decius Trajan, his wife, Etruscilla, and their two sons, Herennius 
and Hostilian, for special study. This group alone will furnish upward of 
50 specimens. 

Another family group that will provide abundant material for the young 
collector is that of the Constantines. This series includes Constantius 
Chlorus, father of Constantine the Great; Fausta, wife of the latter; Crispus, 
Constantinus II, Constans, and Constantius. This group will furnish nearly 
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every common mint mark and nearly all the more common reverse types of 
the fourth century. 

Any of these suggestions I have offered in this brief talk will serve the 
young numismatist as an introduction to Ancient Roman coinage, and I feel 
sure that one who begins with one of these series will soon desire to go 
further. A collection such as I have described can be acquired gradually 
on a small outlay easily within the means of the beginning collector. The 
true numismatist will not be satisfied with merely labeling the specimens 
in his collection with the emperors’ names, but will study the inscriptions 
in an endeavor to interpret the complete significance of each piece. Such a 
study will lead the searcher into new and fascinating fields of knowledge 
about the religion, politics, customs and daily life of the Roman people.

COINS AND MEDAI.S IN PHILATELIC SHOW IN BOSTON, MASS. 

The fourth annual public exhibition in the Boston Public Library of the 
Suburban Stamp and Curio Club of Boston was held from February 3 to 
March 3, 1935. This show, which began several years ago, has proved of 
such interest to Boston stamp and coin collectors that at the request of the 
Boston Public Library authorities the period of exhibition has been lengthen- 
ed from the two weeks of the first year to a full four weeks. 

Two large show-case sections were devoted to coins and medals, the prop- 
erty of Charles A. Davis, president of the Boston Numismatic Society, who 
for years has been a leading figure in the Suburban Stamp and Curio Club. 
These cases attracted much interest from the variety of Mr. Davis’s exhibit. 

Two of the four walls of the exhibition room were covered with frames 
containing medals, the property of Henry Schuhmacher, Massachusetts Sec- 
retary of the American Numismatic Association. Five of these frames con- 
tained Mr. Schuhmacher’s well-known collection of Massachusetts 1930 Ter- 
centenary medals, while five other similar frames held his equally large 
collection of medas and tokens commemorating the bi-centenary of the birth 
of George Washington. 

While the space devoted to coins and medals was naturally not as exten- 
sive as that given to stamps, the numismatic section of the room offered an 
unusual appeal to the general public, and the Suburban Stamp and Curio 
Club deserves the thanks of numismatics for its generous allotment of space 
to coins and medals. SHEPARD POND. 


CIVIL WAR COrNTERFEITERS. 

Ghosts of well-known counterfeiters of the Civil War period were raised 
recently in the Baltimore office of the United States Secret Service, where a 
bogus $2 bill of the series of 18 62 was received from the Federal Reserve 
Bank here. The bill, which is numbered “41608” and bears a profile of 
Alexander Hamilton, is not a sufficiently good counterfeit, however, accord- 
ing to Bartholomew Bratton, chief Secret Service operative there, to have 
been the work of Pete McCartney, who, Mr. Bratton said, was “the master 
counterfeiter” of his time 

McCartney, the operative explained, made steel engravings of $1 and $2 
bills as well as of fractional currency or notes for amounts under $1. He 
operated mostly in Illinois, Mr. Bratton said. The note now being held was 
turned over to George A. Almoney, Mr. Bratton’s assistant, by the Federal 
Reserve Bank, which had received it from the Real Estate Trust Company. 

It was said to have been presented to the bank by a customer who ex- 
plained that it had been in his possesion for many years and he wanted to 
redeem it, if possible. The same man, whose name was not revealed, also 
had a number of pieces of genuine fractional currency. The counterfeit 
bill, Mr. Bratton said, probably had been in circulation for some time, al- 
though not continuously, since the date of its manufacture was set at some 
time between 1862 and 1880.

I am checking this at once to see if it has 
foundation in fact, as a $25 bill is an unusual denomination for us here in 
Canada, and on account of the denomination I cannot see that it would 
receive much use and consequently would be of little value from either a 
commemorative or a commercial aspect. 

Our Bank of Canada got under way on March 11, and we are already 
seeing a few of the new smaller notes in circulation. Will be sending you a 
record of the new small notes as issued at the same time by the chartered 
banks. They are certainly much handier.

THE KING GEORGE V JUBILEE MEDAL. 

The medal to be issued to commemorate the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the accession of King George V to the throne of Great Britain is expected 
to be ready for distribution by May 6, the anniversary date. The medal is 
illustrated here. It shows on the obverse the conjoined busts of their 
Majesties. As it was impossible to find any one emblem representative of 
the empire as a whole, it was decided that the reverse should show a view 



of Windsor Castle as the principal residence of the royal House of Windsor. 

The designs are by Percy Metcalfe, after special sittings granted to the 
artist by their Majesties. The medal will be issued in two sizes. The 
larger will be in silver, inches in diameter. The smaller will also be 
in silver, inches in diameter. It will also be issued in gold on special 
order. 


IMPERFECTIONS IN RECENT LINCOLN CENTS. 

Recently, in looking over a number of Lincoln cents, I noticed for the 
first time three imperfections that might be of some interest to the collect- 
ors of die varieties. 

First, a cent of 19 30 with the center of the “0” in the date missing or 
filled in. This defect was apparently caused by a small protuberance of the 
die having been broken or chipped away at that point. Quite a large num- 
ber of such pieces must have been issued, since two identical examples of 
this variety were found in circulation. 

Second, two Lincoln cents with clipped fians, one dated 1917 and the 
other 1929. At first glance one might suppose these to be mutilations, but 
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a closer examination has led me to believe that the flans were cut short be- 
fore the coins were struck. Clipped or short-cut flans were quite common in 
the early days, but, due to the accuracy and precision of modern coinage, 
such pieces rarely get into circulation today. 

Third, a cent of 19 34 with what appears to be a piece broken off the edge 
of the obverse die at Lincoln’s shoulder. The word “Pluribus” on the re- 
verse is rather weakly struck. I would like, however, to have this piece 
verified, possibly by another similar specimen, before being certain that it 
was not caused by a defective flan. 

The above are all of the Philadelphia mint.

Meetings of 
the club will be held the first and third Thursdays of the month at 612 
North Calvert street. Among those present and who became members were 
Oscar H. Dodson, of the Naval Post-Graduate School, Annapolis, Md., and 
Lieut. -Com. Ralph W. Hungerford, also of Annapolis.

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Report From Connecticut 

Since my appointment, in the beginning of this year, I have been too pre- 
occupied to have accomplished what might reasonably have been expected. 

Our own local society is now a cohesive organization of nearly thirty 
members, comprised of the most distinguished personnel in the community. 
At the last meeting Luman S. Drowne, of Northampton, Mass., treated the 
assembly to one of his edifying and illuminating lectures that have been 
constructed out of a varied experience of more than forty years. 

Horace M. Grant, the capable and genial District Secretary for Rhode 
Island, visited the Hartford society in its formative period to give counsel, 
indicate the casual hazards and outline the course that contributes to the 
legitimate purposes of such an organization. 

Meanwhile a coin club of about fifteen members has been organized in 
Waterbury. I admit I know' too little about it at this writing, but Oscar G. 
Schelke, 192 Atwood Ave., is president, and L. E. Talbot, 19 Colley St., is 
the secretary. Judging from the geographical position of the more than 
thirty Connecticut members now affiliated with the parent society, it would 
seem possible and desirable shortly to organize localized clubs, and I shall 
be only too well pleased to devote my fraternal and official resources to 
this end. 

By way of digression, I am impelled to say with regard to Mr Philpott’s 
philippic on the Texas commemorative half dollar: 

It seems tinged with something beside judicial acumen. A banker’s 
philosophy is founded on the basis of a pure equilibrium in which prece- 
dent and conventionality are inviolate and innovations taboo. 

If we say that there are five thousand members in the A. N. A and twenty- 
five thousand supernumeraries, we conclude that the numismatists of the 
country will never absorb a million-and-a-half of these coins. The instincts 
of the salesman must be enlisted ahead of any other consideration, because 
the Texas Centennial Commission must sell more than a million of these 
souvenirs to the general public, and they must do it by methods of coopera- 
tion and enthusiasm that will depart diametrically from the Stone Mountain 
fiasco. 

If I should say that it seems a better measure of patriotic zeal to “Re- 
member the Alamo’’ than to “Remember the Maine,’’ it must be regarded 
as a purely personal interpretation. In my mind the Alamo, with Travis, 
Bowie and Crockett, have always stood out on the highest peak in the pano- 
rama of Texas history. I like to feel that a proprietary interest in the Alamo 
IS a part of our birthright as the Texans might participate in the glory of 
Bunker Hill or the unique renown of the Charter Oak. I have a bronze 
medal struck in An VIII (1800) to commemorate Napoleon’s victory at 
Marengo, on which the battle scene is micrographically engraved in a space 
15x32 mm., but it would not seem feasible to outline any portion of the 
battle of San Jacinto on a relatively small coin that would crowd the open 
spaces Mr. Philpott admires. There is nothing in an open space to even 
inspire an honorable difference of opinion. 

The imputation about the strutting eagle is certainly not well founded. 
To me it is a delightful and appropriate association of a lone star and a lone 
eagle ready to take off and spread its sheltering wings to protect the insti- 
tutions and ideals of Texas from this kind of ridicule. 

Of course we are not used to the association of wings with the Goddess 
of Liberty, or Ddesse de Raison as created by M. Chaumette in 1792 unless 
we arbitrarily attribute her origin to the realms above. 

Woodrow Wilson used to say that the drive for liberty always came from 
underneath, which seems to imply that if there is no staunch substratum of 
people demanding fundamental rights the cherished figure of Liberty may 
indeed “take wings.’’ 

Is it possible that Coppini has caught such an impression from the people 
of the Southern Empire and engraved this conviction into a metallic record 
that will go down to posterity in an effort to perpetuate a situation that 
will either be remembered or forgotten, depending precisely to what degree 
these tokens enter into our national life. 

I cannot restrain the impulse also to observe that the criticism of her 
great left arm is about as logical as to say that if she were standing her 
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legs would reach the ground; but we have ceased to be ethical. We must 
not discuss her anatomy before a mixed audience. . ^ 

Mr Philpott says it’s outrageous. I say its courageous in these days of 
block-house architecture and block-head art, and if Coppini will promise 
hereafter to mind his v’s and u’s I will exonerate him on every count. 

I should feel a great curiosity to read Mr. Philpott’s analytical impres- 
sions of the Connecticut Tercentenary Medal as illustrated in The Numis- 
matist for January, 1935, page 25. It is nearly irresistible for an iconoclast 
or a satirist to suggest that the eight human figures on the obverse were 
carved from the same kind of wood as the legendary Connecticut nutmegs; 
also that the geometrical grapes on the reverse produced the severe pre- 
cision of the celebrated Blue Laws. Religion has always been perpendicular 
and Education stands sufficiently erect to constitute a third element in what 
economists call a “vertical trust.’’ It is quite a combine to get out of an 

arbor of grapes. , 

I submit two other severe tests of our sense of humor: They were pub- 
lished recently in the Hartford Times by Wm. Lyon Phelps, of Yale. F^st, 
for Eduication: Ralph Waldo Emerson chanced to meet Mrs. John C. 1^ re- 
mont in Washington in 1862. He wrote in his diary: “She showed me two 
letters from her son, who had been designated for our Concord School, but 
when she discovered how his reading, writing and spelling had been neg- 
lected in his camp education she hesitated to send him among cultivated 
boys and had him sent to Connecticut.’’ Now for Religion, being an ex- 
tract from the will of Lewis Morris of New York in 17 60: “It is my desire 
that my son Gouveneur Morris may have the best education that is to be 
had in either America or England, but my express will and directions are 
that he shall never be sent for that purpose to the Colony of Connecticut, 
lest he should imbibe in his youth that low craft and cunning so incident to 
the people of that country. It is so woven into their constitutions that all 
their art cannot disguise it, though many of them, under the sanctified 
garb of religion, have endeavored to impose themselves on the world as 
honest men.’’

I have the honor to be entrusted by the Tercentenary Commission with 
the official announcement concerning the contemplated immediate issue of 
what will come to be known as the “Charter Oak Half Dollar.’’ The master 
dies have been received by the Director of the Mint and it is fully expected 
that an initial consignment of 15,000 will be in the hands of the Tercen- 
tenary Commission for sale by the first of April. ^ ^ 

The requirements specified by the Federal Government demand that any 
design adopted for use on the obverse of any commemorative coin shall 
contain a figure or combination of figures that is emblematic of Liberty. 
Nothing could be selected in Connecticut more appropriate than the Charter 
Oak, known by reputation to every high-school student in the country since 
history began to be taught in our public school system. 

The legend is fairly well known, but a hasty review of the essential de-

tails may revive the memory of perhaps a good many readers. In June, 
163 3, standing under the branches of this venerable oak, with a hole in its 
side, the chief of the Pequot Indian tribe sold “Dutch Point” and much of 
what is now the confines of the city of Hartford to Jacob Van Curler for a 
bolt of woolen cloth, 6 kettles, 6 axes, 18 knives, a pair of shears and a 
musket. 

Based on the voyage of John Cabot in 1497, the English claimed most of 
North America, so that when the Mohican Indians recommended in glowing 
terms the fertile valley of the Connecticut River to the settlers of the Massa- 
chusetts Colony, the Rev. Thomas Hooker, with a band of pilgrims, traveled 
tediously overland and established the town of Hartford. Under the same 
tree the Hooker company bought the same property of Sequassen, chief of 
the river Indians, for a consignment of coats, blankets, knives and hoes, and 
agreed, as a condition of the bill of sale, never to cut down the old tree 
where the Indians for generations had conducted their tribal ceremonies. 
There was a curious traditional Indian sentiment about the tree, combined 
with normal turpitude in the repeated sale of the landed area which sur- 
rounded it, that finally led to a tention between the Dutch and the English. 

There was never any question about the priority of the Dutch settlement 
in their “House of Hope,” but rather their right to the preemption. Time 
wore on. In exactly fifty-one years the throne of England had passed from 
Charles I to James II, who sent Sir Edmund Andros to become the Governor 
of the Colony of Connecticut. It seems that on the night of Oct. 31-Nov. 1, 
in the year 1687, he announced in the Provincial Council his instructions 
to confiscate the Charter and rule the colony by decree. Suddenly the can- 
dles were extinguished. When they were re-lit (by decree) it was discovered 
that Joseph Wadsworth and the Charter had disappeared. He had run the 
equivalent of four blocks south and hid the Charter in the receptive bosom 
of that great oak tree. 

Now a certain George Wyllys decided to leave England and join the 
Hooker company. He sent William Gibbons with twenty men and the 
framework for a spacious house. The land assigned to Wyllys chanced to 
include the celebrated old oak whose existence had been guaranteed in the 
original transfer of the land. It was Wyllys' daughter, Ruth, who finally 
divulged the hiding place, and before the turn of the century the copy of 
the Charter that had been retained in England was delivered over to the 
Colony by William III. Both of these are on exhibition today. One may 
be seen by tourists in the headquarters of the Connecticut Historical So- 
ciety, and the other in the assembly hall of the State Library. 

One hundred and seventy years after this famous old oak had nurtured 
and sustained the liberties of Connecticut it crashed to earth in a heavy 
storm, and its great crooked arms that had been upstretched to heaven for 
centuries buried themselves in the little hillside where Charter Oak Place 
now begins. 

The work on the design of the coin is a P. W. A. project. It was executed 
by Henry G. Kreiss, under the general direction of Paul Manship, in Essex, 
Conn., from the original painting of Brownell in 1856. 

Kreiss’ design is simple and sturdy, like the pioneers who planted grapes 
on the rocky hillsides from Rockville to Rocky Hill and from Lebanon and 
Coventry to Litchfield. 

The distribution will be in the hands of The Tercentenary Commission, 
who may be addressed at the State Library, in Hartford. The price will be 
one dollar plus postage. Samuel H. Fisher is chairman of the Commission, 
and Albert R. Rogers, executive director.

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The Commemorative Coin Question 

Developments the past month in the movement to have certain restric- 
tions placed on the issue and sale of commemorative coins are as follows, 
as reported by Nelson T. Thorson, President of the A. N. A.; 

President Thorson has received the following letter from Nellie Tayloe 
Ross, Director of the Mint, under date of February 25: 

Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of February 18, relative to com- 
memorative coins. As stated in my letter of February 9, the Treasury De- 
partment’s functions in handling commemorative coins are limited to the 
directions incorporated in the act of Congress. May I suggest that in case 
of any future legislation authorizing commemorative coins the Congress 
might wish to examine the question whether there should not be more 
particular limitation of the method of distributing commemorative coins.

Letters have been received by President Thorson from the secretaries of 
a number of local coin clubs and associations, pledging the support of the 
organizations to the movement. The letters have been from the following: 

Syracuse Numismatic Association; Pittsburgh Coin Club; Western Penn- 
sylvania Numismatic Society; Atlanta Coin Club; Springfield (Mass.) Coin 
Club. The Pittsburgh Coin Club has addressed a letter to Representative 
William M. Berlin, of that State, a member of the Committee on Coinage 
of the House, asking his support of the movement. The Springfield (Mass.) 
Coin Club has sent letters to the thirteen members of the Committee on 
Coinage, also asking their support. 

B. Max Mehl, the well-known coin dealer of Fort Worth, Texas, has writ- 
ten to President Thorson as follows: 

Strange as it may sound to you, coming from a professional numismatist 
or a dealer, I have always preached the discontinuance of the methods by 
which our commemorative coins have been marketed. My contention has 
always been that if commemorative coins are to be issued to commemorate 
a special event, they should be issued in such quantities that they would 
come into the hands of the general public and that the historical event 
which the coins are supposed to commemorate would be brought to the at- 
tention of the general public. The way it is now, only an infinitesimal per- 
centage of the population ever see or hear of the coins. I recall when I was 
in Hawaii that not one out of numerous persons I talked to had even heard 
of the Captain Cook, or Hawaiian, half dollar. 

If the distribution of these commemorative coins is to be in the hands of 
a committee and to be distributed at a premium of 50c., it is well and good, 
but it should be strictly understood that the coins are to be sold only during 
the year of issue, and after the period has passed, the remaining coins to 
be sent back to the mint and destroyed or remelted. There should be a 
uniform price for them. 

I have just returned from the East. I was approached with an offer to 
purchase the remainder of a certain issue, and then I discovered that they 
are being peddled over New York and offered at as little as 5c. premium, 
although I purchased at one time one thousand pieces at $1 each. In the 
past two weeks I have had offers to purchase the entire issues. 

As long as the present practice is in effect I shall exercise my judgment 
and rights as a dealer to handle the coins as I see best fit; but in my humble 
opinion, the best way would be for these coins to be issued and sold by the 
Government at a nominal charge, say about 60c. to 65c., or even 7 5c. each, 
the profit to go to the commission or association sponsoring the issue, but 
the coins to be sold by the Treasury Department, the same as the system 
the bureau sell the new stamps. In this manner I thing the sale of these 
coins would be increased at least tenfold or more. The committee or asso- 
ciation would derive more profit, the historical event the coins are supposed 
to commemorate would be brought to the attention of the general public; 
in other words, everyone concerned would be better served and better 
satisfied. 

And, like everything else that is fairly and honestly done, everyone would 
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profit more — the committee, the Government, the collectors, and even the 
poor and downtrodden coin dealers.

I am glad to have you call this matter to my attention, and in reply I will 
say that I agree with what you say and think that some action should be 
taken to secure this privilege. You may be sure that if this matter is favor- 
ably acted upon by the House Coinage Committee and passed by the House 
of Representatives, I will do everything that I can to secure approval by the 
Senate. 

These matters necessarily must originate in the lower house of Congress, 
so it is impossible for me to initiate this legislation, much as I would like 
to be of service to you in this regard.

RESOLUTION ON MISLEADING ADVERTISING. 

The following resolution was adopted by the Westchester County Coin 
Club at its regular meeting on Tuesday evening, February 19th, 1935: 

Whereas an increasing number of dealers in rare coins have resorted to 
a program of evasive and misleading advertising, consisting of sensational 
price quotations for exceedingly rare coins and offers to buy coins which, in 
general, are not apt to be held by the non-collecting public, in order to ex- 
tend the sale of premium coin catalogues for personal gain, to the detriment 
of coin collecting as a hobby; and 

Whereas the widespread publicity given to this type of malicious adver- 
tising in newspapers, magazine and radio programs has created a fallacious 
impression of the true value of all rare coins in the public mind; and 

Whereas the result of this practice cannot fail to reflect adversely upon 
the integrity of coin collectors as a body and the good name of the hobby 
itself; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Westchester County Coin Club, in body assembled, That 
this organization, composed of numismatists residing largely in Westchest- 
er County, New York, condemns and deplores the practice of selling pre- 
mium coin catalogues to the general public through the employment of 
sensational advertising, particularly where such advertising is distributed 
among periodicals largely read by the youth of America; be it further 

Resolved, That copies of this resolution be forwarded to the President 
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of the American Numismatic Association; the President of the American 
Numismatic Society; the editor of The Numismatist; recognized coin dealers 
throughout the country; organizations affiliated with the American Numis- 
matic Association; the Westchester county press and the New York City 
newspapers, and the Better Business Bureau of New York.

Book Review 

EPHEMERAL DECORATIONS. By Harrold E. Gillingham. Numismatic 
Notes and Monographs, No. 66. American Numismatic Society, New 
York, 1935; 45 pp., illustrated. 

This little book is perhaps one of the most amusing of numismatic 
treatises one is likely to meet, and at the same time both scientific and 
informative, and of real interest not only to the specialist in decorations 
but to the lover of the strange and curious parts of human history. Mr. 
Gillingham’s subject is the group of little-known orders and decorations 
instituted by various pretenders — mostly, by the way, residents of France, 
where the laws, I believe, permit the assumption of titles if they be entire- 
ly fictitious — who have set up shadowy kingdoms in various parts of the 
world. These people usually chose small spots in the tropics, or even desert 
islands, of which the sovereignty was either unclaimed or disputed, in which 
to proclaim themselves kings, emperors, or what you will. Some of them 
visited their territory, usually not for long periods, however, and some even 
omitted that formality and exercised their royal prerogatives like absentee 
landlords, from the far more comfortable, and far safer boulevards of 
Paris or even New York. I myself recall the Emperor of the Sahara, 
Jacques Lebaudy, who used to frequent the Hotel Brevort, in New York. 
He was I think undoubtedly mad, but it saddens me to learn that his deco- 
ration, the Order of the Sahara, has been only tentatively identified with a 
cross otherwise unattributed. Certainly, since Jacques I was a millionaire, 
his decorations were not sold to the socially ambitious for mere lucre. 
Many of the other orders of which Mr. Gillingham gives descriptions seem 
to have been awarded far less altruistically — they were given “for devotion 
to the royal house’’ — and that devotion was commonly enough a cash pay- 
ment. The decorations of Persia were to be had upon like terms — and 
some seats in the House of Lords have not been received without suspicion 
of contributions to party funds. We need not be too hard upon these 
shadow kings, nor do I think they can be regarded as cheating those whom 
they delighted to honor for a consideration. The honored ones usually knew 
just what they were getting. What a comfort to the Dictator of Venezuela, 
and the President of Liberia, to join the Ar^opage des d^cor^s for the mere 
trifie of $8! And, at a distance, a decoration from the House of Lusignan, 
which had a real though remote claim to actual royalty, must have looked 
quite pretty — and it was “tolerated by the Government’’ in France too. 

Historically most significant are the decorations and medal of Gregor 
MacGregor, who attempted to liberate Florida from Spanish rule in 1817. 
One regrets in this connection that in describing the rare proclamations 
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and other printed documents Mr. Gillingham does not always give biblio- 
graphical details — whether his sources are broadsides, or booklets of how 
many pages, etc.; though he usually does give the location of a copy, in this 
case it is omitted. The author frankly tells us that he has omitted decora- 
tions of which no details are yet available, and one or two known but not 
identified, so on this score there can be no complaint, though the reviewer 
regrets that the book is not longer. One protest must be entered- when 
Charles-Louis-Marie-David de Mayrena decided to call himself Marie I Roi 
de Sedang, he was not without precedent, for in Latin countries men occa- 
sionally assume a feminine name, especially of Our Lady, the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, who may be regarded as a special patroness. How orthdox this may 
have been in one who was converted to Mahometanism I do not know, but 
in putting this name into Latin, the form adopted, MARIA REX SEDANO- 
RUM is quite correct. The first word in no way deserves the “sic” with 
which Mr. Gillingham stigmatizes it. If one wishes a parallel in classical 
Latin, the Roman Republican moneyer Quintus Pomponius Musa bore as 
his surname a feminine word which would surely have been put in apposi- 
tion to masculine adjectival forms. (Latin masculine words in final a like 
agricola are not parallel, but this name is, and so is the name Pietas as- 
sumed by Mark Antony’s brother. Lucius.) Philippe Egalit4 during the 
French Revolution perhaps was better known to the potentate of Sedang. 
But a last word — whether you are interested in the study or collection of 
decorations or not. read this book.

The secretary read a communication from the Merchants’ Association of 
New York City referring to the plausibility of inviting the American Numis- 
matic Association to hold its next convention in New York, and our letter, 
in reply, suggesting that the matter be brought to the attention of all the 
metropolitan coin clubs for their reactions before proceeding further. 

Pompeo Coppini, New York sculptor, was unanimously elected to honor- 
ary membership No. 1 in the club, and LeSueur Smith, of Pelham Manor, 
was elected to regular membership. 

The Committee on Topics announced that the topic for the March meet- 
ing would be “Lincoln.” 

The president appointed Messrs. Cobin, Hyde and Deas a special commit- 
tee to arrange the details of our first anniversary dinner to be held on the 
night of our regular meeting in April. 

Letters from President Thorson of the American Numismatic Association 
and the Heart of America Numismatic Association regarding the present 
status of the latter’s resolution on commemorative coins was tabled and no 
action was taken on them. 

A paper entitled “$2000.00 For 1 Cent” was read by Mr. Dewey, con- 
demning certain types of false and misleading coin advertising and demand- 
ing that steps be taken immediately by those who have the interests of coin 
collecting at heart to curb the practice. A rising vote of thanks was ex- 
tended Mr. Dewey for his paper and the secretary was ordered to forward 
it to The Numismatist for publication. 

At the conclusion of a general discussion of misleading coin advertise- 
ments, Mr. Marsden presented the following resolution for the considera- 
tion of the club, as prepared by the committee on public relations, and, on 
motion duly seconded, it was approved: 

Whereas an increasing number of dealers in rare coins have resorted to a 
program of evasive and misleading advertising, consisting of sensational 
price quotations for exceedingly rare coins and offers to buy coins which, in 
general, are not apt to be held by the non-collecting public in order to ex- 
tend the sale of premium coin catalogues for personal gain, to the detriment 
of coin collecting as a hobby; and 

Whereas the widespread publicity given to this type of malicious adver- 
tising in newspapers, magazines and radio programs has created a falla- 
cious impression of the true value of all rare coins in the public mind; and 

Whereas the result of this practice cannot fail to reflect adversely upon 
the integrity of coin collectors as a body and the good name of the hobby 
itself; now , therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Westchester County Coin Club, in body assembled. That 
this organization, composed of numismatists residing largely in Westchester 
county. New York, condemns and deplores the practice of selling premium 
coin catalogues to the general public through the employment of sensational 
advertising, particularly where such advertising is distributed among peri- 
odicals largely read by the youth of America; be it further 

Resolved, That copies of this resolution be forwarded to the President of 
the American Numismatic Association, the President of the American Numis- 
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malic Society, the editor of The Numismatist, recognized coin dealers 
throughout the country, organizations affiliated with the American Numis- 
matic Association, the Westchester county press and New York City news- 
papers, and the Better Business Bureau of New York.

Mr. Guttag: A large number of Washington medals of varying sizes and 
metals, including one in wood, and an 1820 dime counterstruck with a 
diminutive bust of Washington. 

Mr. Marsden: Five Washington medals, and a collection of notgeld notes 
in uncirculated condition. 

W. F. S. Root: The medal of the Order of the Purple Heart. Mr. Root 
took pains to describe the origin and significance of this decoration, which 
he earned for service with the Twenty-seventh Division.

An interesting and instructive paper, entitled “The Coinage of Mithra- 
dates the Great,” was read by Mr, Stein, who illustrated style in portraiture 
with tetradrachms of Lysimachus, Philitarus, Perseus, Mithradates, Aesillas 
and Thasos and a denarius of Sulla. A rising vote of thanks was given Mr. 
Stein and he was requested to send it to The Numismatist for publication. 

Owing to the fact that Mr. Hentgen had a cold, his customary short paper 
on “Coins and Medals” was read by Mr. Clark. 

Complete identification of Japanese coins distributed by Dr. Hahn was the 
only requirement to be met before they became the property of the mem- 
bers. In order to assist them in attributing the coins. Dr. Hahn gave each 
member a table showing numbers, denominations and dynasties. 

Inasmuch as evasive and misleading advertising is giving the public false 
ideas as to the values of coins and is doing much to harm the science of 
numismatics, Mr. Dewey read a motion on this matter, passed at the West- 
chester Coin Club, and sent to the editor of The Numismatist for publica- 
tion. The idea was unanimously endorsed and a motion was made and 
passed to refer it to the Board of Governors of the American Numismatic 
Association for their consideration and action at the next convention. 

The application of Mr. Arthur Dinkel was presented and he was unani- 
mously elected to membership. 

The topics for the meeting were “U. S. Silver Dollars from 1836 to 1873”; 
“Coins of Countries with the Initial Letters Q and R,” and “Medals of Ameri- 
can Exhibitions.” Exhibits were as follows:

Dr. Harbeck took up the subject of adopting an official club seal, and 
possibly issuing a medal bearing it. Methods of securing an appropriate 
design and manufacturing the seal were discussed. 

The methods of distribution of commemorative coins were again the 
subject of discussion, and a committee composed of Messrs. Gilhousen 
(chairman), K. Lee and Haas was appointed to make a study of the sub- 
ject and report to the next meeting. 

Mr. Krachey was then introduced to take charge of the meeting, who in- 
troduced the speaker of the evening. 

Mr. Holger Jorgensen talked on Danish coins, illustrated with an exhibit 
of coins of Danish kings. He commenced with Canute (Knut) and Hardi- 
canute, kings of Denmark and England. After the latter the two countries 
were separated. The high points include: King Christian II, “the Nero of 
the North.” He perpetrated the blood-bath of Stockholm, inviting all the 
Swedish nobility to meet with him to iron out the difficulties between them. 
He then ordered them slain by his soldiers, 2200 being killed, practically 
exterminating the entire Swedish nobility. Christian H was the last Danish 
king of Sweden. In 165 9 the Baltic Sea froze over, the only time in history, 
enabling King Charles X Gustav of Sweden to cross via the Danish islands 
from Holstein to lay siege to Copenhagen. The assault of the walls during 
the night between the 10th and 11th of February, 1659, failing because of 
the attributed direct intervention of the Lord, coins were struck the same 
year to commemorate the event, showing a sword in the hand of God sever- 
ing the hand of the Swedish king as it grasped at the Danish crown, with 
the date “11 Feb. 1659,” and the name “Eben Ezer.” At this period the 
coast of Sweden opposite Copenhagen still belonged to Denmark, and the 
Danish king levied toll on all ships passing through the straits, where he 
built the castle of Elsinore (Helsingor) to levy the toll. This is “the castle 
where Hamlet walked,” though Hamlet was supposed to have lived centuries 
before the castle was built. The first Danish coins were English; after the 
English influence ceased Denmark retrogressed in civilization for some time; 
the medieval coins contain no inscriptions and almost no types, yet have 
been so extensively studied that all can be attributed as to origin. 

A spirited auction was held following the meeting. One of the visitors 
had an unusual piece, apparently a pattern nickel of 1890, the design all 
perfect but dimensions about Vs inch larger in diameter than the regular 
issue, evidently unpublished. Some were of opinion that it was an ordinary 
specimen flattened out in some way as to preserve the deisgn; but it did not 
seem thinner, tangibly, than ordinary ones sufficiently to account for the 
large volume of the flan. 


WESTERN RESERVE NUMISMATIC CLUB — 168th meeting, February 
13th, President Spencer in the chair, with 29 members and 3 6 guests pres- 
ent. This meeting was the club’s first attempt at sponsoring a junior night 
and the majority of the guests were boys of high school age who are inter- 
ested in numismatics.

DERBY VW .Y\I()N(; GOLD “MINED” IN ATTICS. 

The biggest gold strike of 1934, the Government has disclosed, was in 
the old trinket boxes and attics where Americans keep the family valuables, 
says an Associated Press despatch from Washington. 

Since the Government revalued gold at |35 an ounce on January 31, 1934, 
the Mint revealed, so many old rings and watch chains and watches have 
poured in that traffic in scrap gold has risen from relative obscurity to a big 
business. Last year it passed the 1100,000,000 mark. Old watches lead 
the list, followed closely by wedding rings, said Miss Mary M. O’Reilly, As- 
sistant Director of the Mint, in describing the valuables people turned in 
for cash. 

“We even received a cup which is symbolic of winning the Kentucky 
Derby,” she said. 

“What year?” she was asked. 

“That,” she replied, “would be tantamount to disclosing the identity of 
the seller.” 

In New York one dealer in old gold reported he had received the gold 
badge of a former Police Commissioner of New York City and a solid gold 
engraved pass, good for a box in any Shubert theatre in America at any 
time. The pass was issued to a friend of the Shuberts and to his heirs for- 
ever. The heir who sold it was said to have been an elderly woman whose 
delicate health made it impossible for her to attend the theatre. 

Fraternity emblems and baby pins were other important sources which 
added to the Government’s gold stocks. Recently in New York a man ap- 
peared in the office of Guy Douglass, president of the Empire Gold-Buying 
Service, and asked how much he could receive for a combination gold-plated 
cigarette lighter and gold watch. 

“It cost me $450,000,” he said. He explained it had been a gift to him 
from his broker in 1928 — “when the sky was the limit.” Before the mar- 
ket crash was over, he said, he had lost $450,000 through that same broker.
